W asuineron, July 17.—The assistant 
treasurers are authorized to use the 
standard silver dollar in their vaults in 
payment to such persons presenting 
checks as may desire it upon disburse- 
ment ol pay rolla, and in exchange in 
moderate amount for greenbacks and 
national bank notes, and for payment 
in lieu of one and two dollar notes.
